The company heads have refused 
to date to attend such a joint con­ 
ference.

Says U. S. Faces Problem 
Of Preserving Institutions 


(International News Service) 
PROVIDENCE, R. I . June 22.— 
America is iaced with the problem 
of preserving her Democratic insti­ 
tutions 
and 
individual 
freedom. 
Chief Justice Charles Evans Hughes 
of the United States supreme court, 
declared Monday afternoon. 
Speaking 
at 
the 
meeting 
of 
Brown University alumni, following 
the 169th commencement exercises, 
as a member of the class of 1881, he 
said. 
‘ We still proclaim the old ideals 
of liberty but ve cannot voice them 
without anxiety in our hearts. 
Question Of Preservation 
“The question Is no longer one of 
establishing Democratic institution 
but of preserving them. The ques­ 
tion is no longer one of triumphing 
over sectional discords and untying 
the nation, but whether a united 
p< ople, 
putting 
forth 
its 
great 
strength 
for 
national 
ends, 
will 
have appropriate scope for individ- 
fual freedom. 
“The qu^fion is not one of the 
adequate power of government, de­ 
signed to keep clear the highways 
of honest endeavor, but how th at 
power shall be used.” 
After sketching the early history 
of Brown, and paying high tribute 
to its new president. Dr, Henry M. 
W riston, 
whom 
he 
termed 
“the 
prophet of a new day,” the chiqf 
justice warned th at “our first duty 
is to preserve these freedoms—of 
horning, of 
speech, of press, 
of 
assembly, of conscience, and to be 
alert to detect the slightest attem pt 
to im pair them. 
Must Be Keenly Conscious 
“But our confidence will prove 
illusory,” he 
continued, “if those 
who are foremost in the enjoyment 
of these privoleges are not keenly

“I find my mail full of the pro­

today strove to save millions of dol­ 
lars in operating expenses thro u g h 
invalidation of P ennsylvania’s new 
full crew train act. 
Stressing 
the 
fact 
the 
carriers 
w ere not questioning the power of 
the assembly to pass laws regulating 
the m anning of trains. Jo h n D ickin­ 
son, former assistan t U. S. attorney 
general end counsel tor the P e n n ­ 
sylvania railroad, told the D auphin 
county court enbanc: 
“O ur objections to the full crew 
law are based prim arily on the d if­ 
ferences from the 1911 full crew act 
which was upheld by the state s u ­ 
prem e court. 
“We adm it the legi lature had the 
power to pass laws ir the exercise 
of its police powers to protect the 
health and welfare of its citizens. 
B ut the 1937 act is so vastly d if­ 
ferent 
from 
th e 
form er 
m easure 
th a t it imposes excessive and u n - I 
reasonable burdens on the railroads. 
It contains m any novel provisions 
which were never before the court 
for adjudication .” 
“Confiscation* 
Such 
provisions, 
he 
charged, 
would cost th e P. R. R, alone m ore 
th a n $4,000,000 additional operating 
expenses annually. 
And that, he 
s«iid, is confiscation of property. 
Dickinson indicated the tra n sp o r­ 
tation com panies would hinge the 
bulk of their contentions on grounds 
the law was an unconstitutional re ­ 
strain t on interstate commerce. He 
said provisions of the act placed u n ­ 
necessary burdens on railroads mass­ 
ing through Pennsylvania. 
Taking oi testim ony began before 
a courtroom jam m ed to overflowing 
with railroaders, attorneys and leg­ 
islators. 
Specifically, it was on the
